Tue engraving on our first page ie from a picture by Gosssert— 
better kucwn ty tbe name of bis bir’ bplace, Mabuse, ¿r Maubeuge, 
in Haivaclt—the contemporary of Van Leyden and Albert Darer. 
“ра Adoration of the Kings” ie considered the masterpiece of all 
Tevtonio pa uting, sud was originally painted for the ohuroh of the 
Abb:y of Grammout, and afverwarde parchesed by Albert ard 
Ieabells, governors of the Netherlands, for their private ohapel. It 
was sold at the death of Prince Onarles of Lorraine, to whom it 
bad descended, and ultimately came into the possession of Lord 
Carlisle. 

"here is no picture in the world (says в writer) combining so 
much breadth wits so muoh finish as this marvellous work. Wheu 
we look into its incredibly elaborate manipulation we osn readily 
believe the entry in the abbey records, which states that the 
painter was Seven years at work upon it; and the enormous price 
for that day of 2 000 golden pistoles was no extravagant remunera- 
tion for such laboor. 

Mabuso nad studie? in Italy, which be visited between 1508 and 
1513, in the train of Philippe of Burgundy, ambassador to Julius 
11. Bat, nnlike bis contemporary, Van Orley, һе did not attempt 
to engraft Italian graces сп hig Netherlaudish stock. He was con- 
tent to remain essentially Flemisb, acquiring, perbeps, from the 
sudy of H»phael and his great contemporaries, the art of sub- 
ordiuating the de ail, in wh'oh he continued to revel, to the general 
tone and Keeping of bis composition.

Pista, in an archw logical point of view, is not what people sup- 
pose ш to be, With the ex :ept'on of the gigautio and magnificent 
ruins of Persepolis, »ome vertical oolnqus, а few bas-reliefs carved 
on the solid rocks, no monuments of a glorious past remaia to oon- 
firm the traditions of the country. Lavasion, time, аай the. одге- 
lesenesa of men, are not the only canssa of thie scarcity of mona- 
ments anterior to Islamism The aucient Persians, like tue Дъв|- 
rians their neighbours, aud like tueir dirent deoendenta, were іп tha

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SHOOKING BUICIDE BY FOREIGNERS. 

Nine weeks ago a French gentleman applied for furnished apart- 
ments at No. 2, Norfolk-road, Padoington, stating that he and his 
mother desired the drewing-room floor end а room. He added 
that he wase French nobleman, snd that from politica] causes be 
hed been compelled to leave France. The landiady of the house, 
Mre. Connor, asked for references, which were given, end which 
comprised the names of some of the high dignitaries of the Roman 
Catholic Oburch. The inquiries having proved satisfactory, the 
apartments were let at 251. per week. Several weeks elapsed, and 
no rent was palid The landlady then discovered thet the French- 
men avd hig mother were starving, although they were in the habit 
of constantly receiving visitors, most of whom came in their car- 
risges. Last week Mro. Oonnor gave her lodgers notice to quit 
The gentleman ssked her the latest hour they could be allowed to 
remain, end he was told that he вод his mother might stop on 
eight o'clock on the Thursday evening. He then informed hie 
landlady that on the day in question he should be certain to receive 
some money from France through his friend, the French consul іп 
London, when he would pay her for all rent due. In the interem, 
he wrote & great many letters, but he received very few in re'urn. 
At balf-past eight o'clock on the 'f'hursóay night, Mrs. Oonnor 
went up-stairs to esk why her lodgers had not left, aud on knock- 
ing several times at the door and receiving no answer, she con- 
cluded they had gone to Бей; but as she was going down staire the 
old lady came out of the room aud said it would be all right on the 
following morning. At ten o'clcok on Friday morning Мга. Connor 
again weot to the door ої the rooms occupied by ber lodgers, and, 
after knocking for several minutes and reesiving no answer, she 
became alarmed avd sent for the police. Bergeaut Hawtree, 1 X, 
was speedily on the spot, and be entered the room by the baok wiu- 
dow. From what be saw he sent for inspector Bgerton, X division, 
and they found the Frenchman and Lis mother hanging by corde 
from the opposite ends of the window cornice roller, aud both of 
them quite dead. The Frenchman wae suspended by piece of 
wiudow cord, and the mother bh»! Lung herself with 6 «mall rope 
pulled from the ved-sackiog. There were indications that, after the 
ncoses were affixed, both mother and son stood on в Май foot- 
stool at tbe ceutre of the window, and threw the ves off 
simultaneously. The end of the cornice-pole from whíon the 
mother hang hed broken, the consequence of which was that the 
feet of both parties touched the ground; but so determined were 
they to commit suicide that both of them bad drawn up their legs, 
and thus effected their purpose.
